DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections ■ 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-9, 12-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Okado et al [2003/0091922] in view of Kotsugai et al [20030224279] and Parker. 
Applicant's arguments have been carefully considered but deemed not persuasive in 
view of the newly cited references. Applicants use of the term exercising or exercise 
cycle as a means of pre-imaging blending cycle for a toner and carrier is understood as 
a mixing or mix cycle to provide contact of the toner and carrier. Okado et al. [0170] 
teaches that a mixture can be uniformly dispersed by means of an ordinary stirrer, a 
homomixer, a homogenizer and a clear mixer. A developer to be initially incorporated in 
the developer vessel of the developing apparatus may be formed by blending the carrier 
and toner note [0208]. Parker teaches the use of an auger to mix the developer and 
heat to warm the developer to reduce the water content of the mixture. Kotsugai et al 
teaches the mixing [0125] of toner and carrier, which are a magnetic core particle. The 
ferromagnetic materials [0024] and [0051]. It would be obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of applicants' invention with a reasonable expectation of success to 
use the mixing of the toner and carrier by known mixing means in a developing vessel 
prior to the developing of a latent image to coat the carrier with toner to improve the 
developed image.
